landed their Troops in Scotland, and being returned fate, 
gave them freth Spirits, and they are now faid to be go- 
ing forward with their Detigus of tinding (till fome more 
Men thither. 

The French Court has not only taken a Refolution to 
remove the Dutch Prifoners of War out of the Low 
C ountrics, but alfo to fend the befl Part of them into the 
Heart of |France, and fome of them as far as the F'ron- 
iers of Spain. 

We have an Account that the Vulture Sloop of War 
fell in with a French Privateer or 12 Carriage Guns, 
with 100 Soldiers on board for Scotland: ‘They had a 
finart Engagement for two Hours, but the Privateer be- 
ing a good Sa‘ler, ran for it, and got off. 

Latt Tuecfday a great Quantity of Stores were fhipped 
at the Red Houte, Deptford, for the Ufe of his Maje- 
fty’s Squadron cruizing on the North Coift; for which 
Flace they are to proceed with all Expedition. 

We hear, a Number of Colliers 1ow in the River are 
taken up to carry 2000 of the Guards to Aberdeen. 

His Majetty’s Sloop the Hind is arrived with Dif- 
patches at Plymouth, in five Weeks from St. Kitt’s, and 
brings Advice, that his Majefty’s Ship the Kinfale, with 
the Tranfports trom Gioraltar, &¢. bound to Cape Bre- 


ton, who had appeared two or three Days off the Har- | 


bour, and, on account of bad Weather, could not get 
in, and feppofed to have ficered to the Weit-Indies, were 
happily got fafe into Virginia. 

It is faid, that Admiral Mayne will foon fail to the 
Weft-Indies to relieve Admiral Davers. 

The Merchant Ships bound for the Weft Indies are or- 
der’d to be at Plymouth by the latter End of this Month, 
by which Time there will be nine Men of War ready to 
convoy them to their refpe€tive Ports. 

The Lords of the Admfralty have appointed Captain 
Franklyn, late Commander of the Rofe, to be Captain of 
the Dragon Man of War, of 60 Guns, now fitting out at 
Woolwich. 

Orders are given for Tranfports to be taken up for the 
immediate Embarkation of a confiderable Number of 
Forces for Cape-Breton, who are to be, put under the 
Care of 4 Men of War. 

Advice is come, that his Majefty’s Ship the Mer- 
maid, with three Ships from Virginia is arrived off Do- 
ver, fo that we hope the whole I'lcet will come in ina 
few Days. 

The French King has ordered half a Million of Livres 
to be diftributed among the Troops employed in the Siege 
of Bruffels. 

We hear that a Lieutenant of the Navy was laft Weck 
render’d incapable of ferving in it, by a Court Martial, 
for arbitrary Proceedings towards the Men.

The HISTORY of Europe, 
From the WESTMINSTER FOURNAL,. 

Whether there be any Truth in the Rumour of the 
King of Pruffia’s Defigns upon the Stadtholderthip of the 
Uutted Provinces, is yet uncertain: But the Reports in- 
creafe of his fending Troops into thofe of his own Pro- 
vinces that border upon the Dominions of the States Ge- 
neral, which occafions fome Alarm to their High Migh- 
tinef{es. 

This now powerful Body, we have feen by long Expe- 
rience, arc viry unwilling to adin't a Mafter. Yet Times 
of Difficulty have occurred, in which they could not op= 
pofe the Incl nations of the People. We hive had Re- 
ports that thofe Inclinations now run fo high, as almoft 
openly to declare themfelves, and that the Politicians are 
already confulting what Meafures to take, in order as 
little as poffible to deltroy che prefent Power by fuch a 
Dictatorfhip. This one Party propofts to do, by making 
it reft ina Namber of Deputies, one for each Province, 
with the Pentionary at their Head. But how this would 
aufwer the End is not ealy to perceive, fince a Divifion 
among feven or eight Men m’ght as much embarrafs Af- 
fairs as among their prefent Number. Rome had but 
two Co ifuls invetted with Chief Power: Butthofe were 
found too many in Times of the Republic’s utmoft Di- 
ftrefs. 1f the Durch are obliged therefore to chufe a 
| Stadtholder, it is reafonable to think they will do it inthe 
' Perfon of one Prince: But whether of the Prince of O- 
range or.the King of Prufflia, nuit be lett ior Time to de- 
termine. 

After their Succefs at Bruffels, it was expe&ted that 
the next Attempt of the French would have been upon 
Antwerp: but the Prince of Waldeck hath fo well dif- 
pofed his little Army behind the Dyle, and from thence 
| along the Rupel to the Schelde, that they did not think

proper toendeavour to force him. They abandon’d Lou- 
vain therefore, and left Bruffels but indifferently garri- 
fon’d, in ordér, according to Appearances, to make them- 


‘felves Mafters of Mons before the Allies can be ftrong 


enough to interrupt them. This, hcwever, they may ¢x- 
pe&to be very foon, if the Reinforcements from Ger- 
many are folarge, and advance with fuch Expedition, as 
we are from time to time made to believe. 

The Wealth in Plate, Furniture, Pi€tures, &c. which 
the Enemies have made themfelves Matters of by taking 
Brefils, muft be alto immenfe. ‘They have repair’d tie 
Breaches made in the Works of that C ry, and are buty 
in making the Fortifications much ittronger than ever. 
Stronge! that. the Auftrians and Dutch flould not think 
of this, in all the Time that they have been threaten’d 
with what has lately happend. 

Reinforcements in Italy are arriving to both Armies, 
but chofe to the Auftrians in much the greateft Numvers. 
Count de Gages, upon heariny this, has abandoned his 
Detign of attacking the Prince of Lichtenftein, and re- 
paffed the Teéflino, The Siege of the Citadel of Milan 
is akually begun in Form, and probubly the Place may 
‘be yet taken before fufficient Succour can come up fom 
the Cremonefe and the Mantuan. 

But what Furope is chiefly attentive to on this Side, as 
itidéed every thing elf€ very much depends uponit, ‘is the 
Effect that the Applications and Promifes of the French 
and Spanifh Minilters will have upon the King of Sardi- 
nia. Weare conftantly told from Tar‘n, that his Ma- 
jefty remains firm to his Engagements, and takes all ne- 
ceflary Meafures for making a vigorous Campaign. 
France and her Friends will have it, that he has aétually 
figo’d Preliminaries, and only waits for the Ratification 
of Spain, in order to let them be madepublic. A third 
Story is, that this Ratification has been actually demand- 
ed aud denied; which is like not only to refix his Sardi- 
nian Majefty, but to create a Mifunderitanding between 
the Courts of Verfailles and Madrid. To know
